SOLD OUT IN 


Heavy Demand for Wine 


(BY X NICHT WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 4.— 
The great national thirst for grape 
Juice has reached an acute stage. 
according to a statement today by 
officials of the California Grape 
Growers’ Exchange, which said 
that it disposed of the entire sup- 
ply of its 690 members in ve 
hours last Saturday, whereas the 
selling campaign usually takes sev- 
eral days. — 

The exchange controls approxi- 
mately 40,000 tons of black and 
white grapes. All are of the “juice” 
variety. meaning that the grapes 
are not being purchased to com- 
pose an edible centerpiece on the 
family board, but rather for their 
liquid content. 

“A great year for the wine grape 
men“ was the way H. F. Stoll, sec- 
retary of the exchange put it. 

The exchange grapes sold for 
prices ranging from $90 a ton for 
the best grade black grapes to $25 
for the lowest grade whites.

1 Men Praise Secretary After Interview; 
Homeward Journey Starts Today

BERLIN, Aus. 4.—Two score of German newspaper men went to 
the American Embassy shortly before noon today to get a close-up view 
1 Charles Evang Hughes, the American Secretary of State. Mr. Hughes 
greeted the journalists affably. He reiterated his faith in the Dawes 
plan and said he hoped it would be put into execution speedily. 


. 


The German writers afterward 
wrote complimentary accounts of 
their personal contact with the 
American diplomat. One of the 
articles dilated on his “keenly in- 
tellectual face, delicate features 
and carefully groomed beard.” 

Another writer marveled that a 
man of such seemingly 
physique had succeeded in endur- 
‘ing the “ravages” of an Amert- 
can Presidential campaign. 

“Tt is no use to speculate about 
what might have happened if this 
near-President had been elected in 


1916," one writer said. To him 
Mr. Hughes represents law and 
justice. 


Still another writer expressed 
the opinion that Mr. Hughes as 
Secretary of State, is in the right 
position te give the world a po- 
litical aspect which will corre- 
ispond to his sentiments and hopes 
that America's unlimited re- 
sources may be mobilized into the 
service of aiding the world in its 
present distressful state. 

Mr! Hughes had luncheon today 
with members of the Diplomatic 
Corps in Berlin and later attended 
a tea, at which Frau Stresemann 


wae hostess, in the gardens ad- 
joining the Foreign Office. He 
also visited the Chancellery, 


through which he was conducted 
by Frau Marx, wife of the Chan- 
cellor, who showed him Bismarck's 
room, the Iron Chancellor’s desk 
and the Hall of Mirrors. 

Mr. Hughes left for Bremen to- 
night to embark tomorrow on the 
steamer President Harding for his 
journey homeward.

The 
bodies were examined, but all pres- 
ent were convinced that none was 
Sig. Matteotti. 

A regular pilgrimage of working 
people has been taking placo the 
last few days to one of these 
graves, guarded by police, and 
flowers laid. This morning’s ex- 
amination proved that it wag the 
body of a man recently drowned 
in the Tiber.

Consistent Optimism Reflected by Current Reviews 5 
Active Purchasing: World Markets 


Optimism is grewing rapidly. 
Moody says, in his current issue of 
Weekly Review of Financial Con- 
ditions. “This is true,” the author- 
ity continues, “not merely of the 
stock and bond markets, but also 


Stock prices, according to re- 
Hable averages, have risen slightly 


and October, 1922, when the ad- 
vances of these respective years 
culminated. Only once since 1916 
have stocks been substantially 
higher than at present, and then 
they remained higher less than & 
month. 

‘The bond market is showing & 
readjusfment process wherein the 
impelling force is the search for 
bargains, or at least for bonds 
which are low enough in price to 
be a little out of line. Hence one 
group after another is rallying be- 
cause of its real or fancied cheap- 


ness. 

“Medium and low-grade securi- 
ties are rising toward an income 
basis. Common industrial stocks 
of the semispeculative sort yield 
almost as little as high-grade — 
ferred industrials and may w 


the lesser yields before this up- b 


ward move culminates.” 

From another and equally well- 
informed source, the Brookmire 
Economic Service, the same note is 
struck in the prediction of expand- 
ing business and firmer prices for 
fall. Their current bulletin dis- 
cusses in some length the present 
abnormally easy money conditions 
in relation to possible immediate 
business improvement, and reaches 
the conclusion that an added fac- 
tor is needed to assure prosperity. 

“Cheap credit alone is not suf- 
ficient if there is only the narrow- 
est market for goods at a very mod- 
erate profit and the minimum price 
that cost of production will per- 
mit. It requires in addition an ac- 
tive demand at a level of prices 
above current production costs. 
Indications are that this situation 


“In our opinion we ere on the 
eve of a major upward sewing not 
only in volume but in prices, which 
will probably start in the fall 
months. At present we have no 
way of telling how long it will last 
or how far it will go. 

“Briefly our views on the nature 
of business activity for the fall 
months are: 

“(1.) Apart from any further 
very marked improvement in farm 
and foreign condition we look for 
a fall revival which will increase 
volumes rather than prices, and 
which may be relatively short. 

“(2.) Improvement from present 
position in either or both these 
fields will influence bullishly not 
only volumes, but prices and dura- 
tion in proportion to the extent of 
the improvement.”

“There is not the slightest pos- 
silibity of a domestic water short- 
age in Los Angeles during the next 
year,” stated Mulholland. No mat- 
ter whether or aay! are confront- 
ed witha serious drought next sea- 
son the city possesses absolutely 
certain sources of water which 
will deliver a constant flow of 200 
second feet in addition to the wa- 
ter received from Owens River. 

“In the Owens and San Fernando 
valleys the city is now sinking a 
number of wells to augment and 
safeguard our water supply. Al- 
ready in Owens Valley the city is 
receiving a steady flow amounting 
to fifty-three second feet from a 
number of wells drilled on city- 
owned water land. 

“In the southwest section of the 
city the city recently completed 
one well which is delivering twelve 
second feet. In Wilmington an- 
other new well is adding ten second 
feet to our water supply.

The greatest Los Angeles city and county registration ever 
recorded, 572,139, has been tabulated by Acting Registrar of 
Voters Kerr and certified to Secretary of State Jordan. 

This tremendous roster of voters represents an increase of 
48,712 over the Presidential primaries last May, and an increase 
of 150,801 over the August primaries two years ago. On a con- 
servative population factor of 3.5, the current registration indi- 
cates that Los Angeles city and county have a combined popula- 
tion in excess of 2,000,000, and that the city’s share in this figure 
exceeds 1,116,600. 

Outnumbering the Democratic registration almost three to 
one and representing more than 50 per cent of the total regis- 
tration, the registered Republicans in city and county number 
351,057, of which 196,836 are residents of the city, and 154,221 
of the county. The Democratic registration for the city is 72,051, 
and for the county, 56,436, a total of 128,487. 0 

Other registrations are: Prohibition, 11,635; Socialist, 7304, 
and declined to state, 73,656.

VERCROWDING 
Statistics made public recently by the 
municipal Board of Public Works show that 
during the fiscal year which closed July 1 
Los Angeles broke all building records for 
the western half of the United States from 
the beginning of our civilization up to the 
present time. 
In no other city west of the Mississippi 
River were there ever so many buildings 
constructed in a single year. In no other 
western city was the gross value of the 
buildings constructed so great. In no other 
western city were there ever constructed 
within a period of twelve months so many 
homes. 

Is Los Angeles going backward, as some 
of the envious Middle West newspapers 
claim? Consider that record and make your 
own conclusion. The fiscal year of 1923-24 
includes the months when the foot-and- 
mouth disease was at its worst. It includes 
the period when envious neighbors were as- 
serting that “the bottom has fallen out of 
building construction in Los Angeles.” 


bors could show a record of one-half the 
amount of new building that took place here 
during the last fiscal year their attacks 
might receive more credence. 

Estimated in dollars,.the building permits 
for the last fiscal year represent construc- 
tion valued at $185,000,000. The number of 
permits was 60,618. This is an increase of 
more fhan 10 per cent in the number of per- 
mits over the previous high year for west- 
ern, construction—a Los Angeles record; 
and an increase over the previous high rec- 
ord for valuation of about 19 per cent. 

Is Los Angeles going ahead? Can anyone 
read those building figures and still con- 


placed side by side, with no streets inter- 
vening, they would cover a frontage twenty- 
six miles in length. On the whole Pacific 
Coast there are not ten cities that possess 
buildings in number or value equal to the 
new construction in Los Angeles during the 
last fiscal year. 3 

Yet Los Angeles is not “overbuilt.” If it 
were there would be a falling off in the num- 
ber of new permits. The July record is far 
ahead of that of June, both in the number of 
permits and in the gross valuation. | 
And Les Angeles continues to be a city 
‘of homes. More than half the total con- 


was represented by dwellings, flats and 
apartment-houses. The new construction 
provides living space, according to the stat- 
isticilans, for 39.237 families. And the new 
homes, apartments and flats are almost all 
occupied. There has been no overnuilding. 
They represent an increase in population 
of at least 100,000 for the fiscal year. 
If any fault were to be found with the 
progress of Los Angeles it would be that it 
is growing too fast in place of too slow. 
Our population keeps threatening to run 
away from industry. The public-utility com- 
panies find their resources strained to the 
breaking point to provide service for this 
rapidly increasing population. There is al- 
ways the menace of more men and women 
than jobs. Men of vision and proved worth 
who have taken part in the building of Los 
Angeles during the present generation are 
making valiant efforts to speed up our in- 
dustries. They know that possibly another 
100,000 people will come here, overland, by 
sea and carried through the air by the 
storks, during the present fiscal year, and 
they are concerned to bring enough new 
industries to give to the bread-winnérs of 
these families lucrative employment. 
But population is something that is not 
subject to municipal regulation. We can- 
not establish a system of limited immigra- 
tion. We must accept those who come. The 
worthy ones will find a way to support them- 
selves; and the unworthy ones will be de- 
ported by the courts to occupy the penal 
institutions of the northern part of the 
State. 
Los Angeles must continue to grow, even 
though some of us may protest against the 
congestion that cannot be avoided in a city 
that numbers its population by the millions. 
We judge all things by a system of mental 
comparisons, and when we see Los Angeles 
growing so great we have an uncomfortable 
feeling that, somehow, we are growing less. 
All the conditions which made possible 
the great expansion of last year still pre- 
vail. The urge that has carried us so far 
is increasing monthly in force. Of course, 
there must somewhere be a limit, but that 
limit is still beyond. our present horizons. 
Southern California is undergoing an inva- 
sion similar to that which swept into sunny 
Italy in the early years of the Christian era. 
But it is not a hostile invasion. The thou- 
sands come to enjoy our prosperity, but not 
to destroy it. They desire to share the good 
things that we enjoy in such profusion. We 
cannot repel them. We must assimilate 
them; and while the assimilation is taking 
place we must suffer some inconveniences. 
Some will not secure positions as easily 
and quickly as they expected. It is because 
they expected too much. Our industry is 
not sufficiently developed to assimilate a 
new population of 100,000 in twelve months. 
Some must wait; and if their means are 
ited they will find the waiting bitter. 
— But that is not the fault of Los Angeles. 
They come at their own risk and peril. Los 
Angeles is a generous hostess, so generous, 
in fact, that she finds her rooms continually 
overfilled and her table overcrowded.

HE SEA WIZARD PASSES 

With the death of Joseph Conrad (Kor- 
zeniowski) English letters sustains a dis- 
tinct loss. Born in Poland in 1856, his life 
was one of wide and varied activity. 
He learned French at a very early age. But 
though his literary triumphs were all 
achieved in his mastery of the English lan- 
guage, he did not learn English until after 
he had reached the age of 20. He first 
joined the French merchant navy, but later 
upon reaching England he secured his 
mate’s papers and sailed for the East on a 
British ship. : 


The story of this voyage first appeared in 
1902 ander the title, “Youth and Other 
Tales.” He first attracted the attention of 
the critics in 1895, when his “Almayer’s Fol- 
ly” appeared. This was followed by “An 
Outcast of the Island” in 1896, and what 
most people consider his best work, “The 
Nigger of the Narcissus.” came out the 
next year. “Lord Jim,” “Typhoon,” “Tales 
of Unrest,” “Mirrors of the Sea” and “Ro- 
mance,” written in collaboration with F. M. | 
Huffer, are all well known. His most re- 
cent novel, “The Rover,” is a tale of the 
Napoleonic era, which appeared recently 
and which immediately jumped into the 
best-seller class. 

* Conrad, a close student of the late Henry 
James, was a master of vigorous English.

While his passing will leave a yawning 
gap in the world of letters he has left us 
a rich legacy that all who love good litera- 
ture will ever highly treasure. f

Council Committee Asks Purchase 
of Wagons ty Cut Overtime 


In order to increase the em 
ciency of the garbage collection 
department of the city and to elim- 
inate the payment of overtime to 
drivers, the City Council's Finance 
Committee yesterday afternoon 
agreed to recommend the purchase 
of twenty garbage-collection wag- 
ons, forty mules to haul] them, the 
employment of twenty drivers, and 
che purchase of five motor trucks 


to replace an equal number of 
worn-out ones. 

The cost of this additional 
equipment, together with the 


wages of the drivers, will repre- 
sent an expenditure for the rest 
of the fiscal year of $56,000. Over- 
time in the garbage collection de- 


partment, due to  shertage of 
equipment, has been averaging 
$238 a day for the last four 


months, and the Council desires to 
eliminate this expenre. 

Due to the growth of- the city 
the amount of garbage collected in 
Los Angeles is 100 tons a day 
greater than at this time last yaar, 
the present total collected amount- 
ing to 467 tons daily.

Chief Samuel Short of Oakland 
came to the front against such 
proposals, expressing the belief 
that if any such laws were passed 
they would not or could not be 
enforced. Chief Short scouted the 
idea that cigarettes were the cause 
of forest fires, despite what the 
Forest Rangers say. He attributed 
the fires to the I. W. W.. saying that 
when the State Crimmal Syndical- 
ism law was the I. W. W.

Chief Short warned.

It was pointed out 
during the discussion that t 
great bulk of manufactured cigar- 
ettes contain salt petre, a chem- 
ical ingredient that aids the com- 
bustion of the cigarette and causes 
it to burn after the cigarette is 
thrown away by the smoker.

“The primary basis for com- 
plaint,” the statement read, “had 
to do with a charge of irregularity 
in the matter of making leases and 
the letting of contracts. On this 
point I would like to suggest that 
during the two and a half years 
of my presidency of the board, I 
handled 134 leases in addition to 
an innumerable number of harbor 
contracts. The volume of cash and 
assets involved . . ran into 
very large figures. The leases alone 
represented improvements 
in excess of $48,000,000. Certain- 
ly there was ample room 
both for mistakes and for dishon- 
esty. ee The grand jury 
‘ discovered what it consid- 
ered grounds for the criticism of 
two of the 134 leases, yet which 
it finally approved. It did not dis- 
cover evidence to justify the car- 
rying of either of these matters to 
the courts.”
